TH Yugo-Slav Peasant Art Exhibition at the Aca- 

demy Hall in Oxford Street is worth a visit. It is 
spaciously arranged and contains some really lovely cos- 
tumes. Although handicrafts of all kinds are shown, 
needlework and weaving predominates The display 
arrangements are inexpensive but effective and contain 
one or two ideas worth recording. To show the parts 
of the country from which the various exhibits come 
maps are used; these are made of polished inlaid wood 
hatched where necessary in coloured paint. Many of 
the exhibits are in glass cases and are described by cap- 
tions written on the glass, a simple but effective idea 

While most of the exhibits are the genuine peasant 
article, there ts a display of factory-made goods in the

they are, quite accidentally of course, hidden from them 
by an intervening bus.

HIS new building, the first Hall of Residence to be 
built in England since the last war, has been 
erected for women students of Wye College. Wye 
specialises in degree courses in sctence, particularly in 
agriculture and horticulture, and is a college of London 
University. 

The main buildings of the College are situated in 
Wve Village, and the residential quarters have for 
some time been inadequate for the full number of 
students at the college. hree ago, it 
decided to build a residence for women students, 
leaving the existing residential quarters in the college 
itself exclusively for men. 

An Edwardian House, Withersdane Hallwith mature 
trees and grounds, was acquired as it stood conveniently 
near the main college buildings, and a schedule of 
accommodation and building programme was agreed 
with the Governors of the College. It was found that 
a licence could not be granted for all the building work 
to be done in one contract. The work has proceeded

Other linen 
stores are plac ed on each floor. Dirty linen is dropped 
to the central linen room where it is sorted and sent 
to the laundry.
